The spokesman snid one of 
the launches closed on the 
Jordan vessel not far from the 
Jordanian coast. The attacked 
Jordan ship, while returning 
fire approached this launch and 
tried to board her, he said. 

Rough seas prevenled a 
boarding but tho Jordanions got 
near enough to ste two dead 
bodies on the Isracll launch, 


COMPLAINT 


One Isracli launch came from 
Filot at the head of the Gulf, 
the second from near Egyptian 
territory west of the Gulf and 
the third from near Saudi 
Arablan territory cast of the 
Gulf, the spokesman raid, 

He asserted that Jordan 
would lodge a complaint over 
the alleged attack ,with the 
United Nations Mixed Armnls- 
tice Commission.
